2. Transfer or borrow the money 


from the motor lund. 


3. Advance the money to the state 


liquor stores from the motor fund 
or otherwise in anticipation of the 
liquor board's profits at the end of 
the year. 


4 Advise the counties and poor 


boards to exercise their own borrow- 
ing powers to obtain the necessary 
funds. 


5. Allott any money obtained by 


anticipation of the liquor profits to 
the various counties and obtain the 
additional amount needed to meec 
the 
federal 
allocation 
from 
the 


county poor boards. 


Waters, who was delegated by the 


relief board to study the situation, 
made public his findings in advance 
of the next meeting of the board at 
the National Guard 
Camp in Mt. 


Gretna on Monday in order to per- 
mit the board members to study the 
proposals before the meeting, 
he 


said. 


Not Getting Fair Break 


With his proposals Waters sub- 


mitted a mass of data which he said 
showed Pennsylvania, was not re- 
ceiving relief funds in proportion to 
the federal, tax payments of its res- 
idents. 


Reviewing tl:e ultimatum of Har- 


ry L. Hopkins, federal relief admin- 
istrator, that Pennsylvania must re- 
assume a share of the relief burden 
after September, Waters declared. 


"To my mind the situation re- 


solves itself irto one of two con- 
tingencies, either we as public offic- 
ials find a way out of the difficul- 
ties or our taxpayers must be put on 
the spot by convening a special ses- 
sion of the legislature."

Deaths from tuberculosis, pneumonia and typhoid lever decreased, 


diabetes exacted its usual toll, arid only cancer and heart disease—which 
had been on the increase for a number of years even before the depres- 
sion—claimed more victims in 1933 than in 1932. Infant mortality as a 
whole dropped, with diphtheria deaths reaching a new low level. 


The explanation of this seeming paradox consists, on the one hand, 


of the fact that people who lived carelessly during times of prosperity 
now follow a more normal routine, with consequent improvement of their 
health. 
Relief agencies and public health bureaus, on the other hand, 


met emergency conditions among the very poor with prompt and ex- 
tremely efficient steps. 
It was the combination of both factors that 


helped maintain the vitality of the American people largely unimpaired 
despite adversity. The hardy spirit that built up our nation is far from 
being broken.

REDUCE DAIH.Y HERD TO BAL- 


ANCE FEED SUPPLY. 


Dairy herds should be carefully 


adjusted to the amount of feed on 
hand or in prospect. 


Dry weather has caused a serious 


shortage of hay and other rough- 
ages on many dairy farms. 
This 


condition, coupled with rising prices 
for feeds of all kinds, would seem 
to make, it urgent that an adjust- 
ment of herds to Iced supplies be 
started very soon. 
Wherever a. reduction in herds- 


numbers is desirable a careful check 
should be made and the weeding 
out begin with the least efficient 
animals. 
Old cow.s, defective ud- 


ders, and disease might well have 
first attention, Then a careful check 
on the milk production of each cow 
i-.1i; «iow where to begin in weeding 
otn oc the production basis. Only 


'-.eifers should be kept to 
:! the herd. Any heifer that 


not jive promise of developing 


inro «.n extra good cow probably 
£ho::M be eliminated. 


In times of feed shortage and high 


feed, prices all inefficient animals 
shouic be kept away from the feed 
supply. 
A few good cows well fed 


v;iil return far greater net returns 
than a larger number of cows that 
are under-fed. Adjustment of the 
dairy herd during the summer and 
fall to the winter feed supply will 
aid greatly in reducing rnilk produc- 
tion costs during the winter. 


WILD SEEDLINGS MADE GOOD 


STOCKS FOR, SWEET 


CHERRY TREES. 


As is usually the case after very 


severe winters, the sweet cherry 
seems to have suffered somewhat 
more than its share of the injury. 
Growers are interested in replacing 
their losses in these trees with new 
ones which are adapted as well as 
possible to the rigors of our Penn- 
sylvania winters. 


Growers experience and experi- 


ment station work combine to indi- 
cate that the native wild sweet 
cherry seedling is as good a stock 
as can be had for the improved 
varieties of this fruit. Trees on this 
stock are usually long-lived and pro- 
ductive. 


Large numbers of these native 


paints which have been found sat- 
isfactory in controlling red mites. 
All parts of the house where hens 
roost should be painted with such 
material so that the cracks around 
the roosts and nests are saturated. 
As a 
matter of economy, many 


farmers use crank case oil. This 
has been found effective when the 
roosts were treated frequently. The 
application of mite paints should be 
made in the morning, to allow the 
material to dry before the birds 
roost at night. 


seedlings can be found growing along 
fence rows, around woodlots, etc., 
wild in Lawrence county. 
While 


some have undoubtedly been injured 
or killed by the past winter, those 
which have survived in exposed lo- 
cations and show no injury would 
make admirable stocks for orchard 
trees. 
Tests in progress at State 


College with trees produced from 
seeds of our native wild trees have 
been disappointing in that the young 
seedlings show a fairly wide range 
of susceptibility to cold, but it would i 
seem that the survivors of the past | 
winter have given ample proof of 
their reliability in this respect. 


Young healthy wild trees may be 


budded at this time and transplant- 
ed to the orchard or nursery TOW 
this fall with every expectation that 
they will make as good an orchard 
tree as may be had. Since these 
stocks are likely to be more hardy 
than the variety to which they are 
top-worked, it is advisable to place 
the bud 18 to 24 inches above the 
ground when this can be done in

trouble from sunscald or frost cracks 
on the trunk. 


KILL LICE AND MITES BY 


TREATING ROOSTS. 


Lice and mites on poultry become 


most troublesome during the sum- 
mer months. 
This is the season 


when one is busy with other Jobs on 
the farm and may fail to keep on 
the lookout for these parasites. 


Lice stay on the birds and irri- 
tate them by biting off scales on 
the skin. 
Mites live during the 


daytime in cracks a-round the roosts, 
roost supports, and nests. 
They 


crawl on the birds at night and 
suck blood from them. 


A tobacco preparation termed nic- 


otine sulphate is commonly used to 
get rid of body lice. It is applied to 
the rcosts about one-half hour be- 
fore the birds go to roost. An old 
oil can be used to run a small 
stream of the material on top of 
the roosts. It can then be spread 
with an old paint brush. One pint 
of the material should be enough 
to treat 200 square feet of roosting 
space. 
The house should be well

outer ones, Jupiter having' "cap- 
tured" a considerable 
family. In 


passing near a planet the comet is 
usually sufficiently attracted to ap- 
preciably change its orbld and also 
its speed, which is variable accord- 
ing to its distance from the sun. 
Halley's comet, for example, travels 
on a parabolic orbit away out in 
space beyond the planet Neptune. 
Ir the accompanying diagram, the 
approximate orbit of Halley's comet 
is shown. Its speed as it approaches 
the sun increases, and it remains out-

Ir the accompanying diagram the 
approximate orbit of Hailey’s comet 
is shown. Its speed as it approaches

ishes. 


Despite the difficulties of making 


a co--it, due to the minute size of 
the Cfci.o, Dr. Baldwin and his as- 
sistant proceeded with the test. 


It was revealed that red corpus- 


' clcs are very plentiful, there usu- 
' ally being about five million to the 
cubic millimeter. The size is seven 
or eight microns tn diameter and 
a micron is only 1-1000 of a milli- 
meter. 


A healthy, normal human volun- 


teered for the test and was sent to 
spend some time in a. high altitude, 
and then return to sea level. Dur- 
ing all of the time a dally count 
was made of the number of red cor- 
puscles in the blood stream. 


It was shown that after remain- 


ing in a high altitude for some 
time the blood count required ap- 
proximately 20 days to become nor- 
mal. 


Dr. Baldwin says this indicated, 


the life of the red corpuscle was 
approximately 20 days.

the Cb,.^, Dr. Baldwin and his as- 
sistant proceeded with the test. 


It was revealed that red corpus- 


cles are very plentiful, there usu- 
ally being about five million to the 
cubic millimeter. The size is seven 
or eight microns in diameter and 
a micron is only 1-1000 of a milli- 
meter. 


A healthy, normal human volun- 


teered for the test and was sent to 
spend some time in a high altitude, 
and then return to sea level. Dur- 
ing all of the time a daily count 
was made of the number of red cor- 
puscles in the blood stream. 


It was shown that after remain- 


ing in a high altitude for some 
time the blood count required ap- 
proximately 20 days to become nor- 
mal. 


Dr. Baldwin says this indicated 


the life of the red corpuscle was 
approximately 20 days.

The new light on the life of the 
red corpuscle

counting 
the microscopic 
c e l l s 
which 
course through 
the 
blood 
stream s carrying oxygen to all tis­ 
sues. 
It had been known th a t the num ­ 
ber of corpuscles increase in num ­ 
ber as the oxygen supply dim in­ 
ishes. 
Despite the difficulties of making 
a co nt, due to the m inute size of 
the ct-*.„, Dr. Baldwin and his as­ 
sistant proceeded with the test. 
It was revealed th a t red corpus­ 
cles are very plentiful, there usu­ 
ally being about five million to the 
cubic millimeter. The size is seven 
or right m icrons in diam eter and I 
a micron is only 1-1000 of a milli­ 
m eter. 
A healthy, norm al hum an volun­ 
teered for the test and was sent to 
spend some time in a high a ltitu d e ,! 
! and then return to sea level. D ur­ 
ing all of the time a daily count 
was made of the num ber of red cor­ 
puscles in the blood stream . 
It was showrn th a t after rem ain­ 
ing 
in

high altitude for some 
| time the blood count required ap- ; 
proximately 20 days to become nor­ 
mal. 
Dr. Baldwin says this indicated 
the life of the red corpuscle was 
approxim ately 20 days.

"The average acreage was 6 acres 


per fire as against 45 for the past 
10 seasons. The number of fires has 
been exceeded only in the spring of 
1930 
during the past decade, and 


the area burned exceeded in that 
period only by the spring of 1926. 
In the decade previous to the last 
the number of fires never exceeded 
that of this year, but the area burn- 
ed was exceeded 8 out of the 10 years 
and was doubled on

sions."

If we inquire the 
secret of his being here, we find it 
in his centering his thought too 
much upon himself and his oppon- 
ents and not enough on God: "And 
he said, I have been very jealous for 
the Lord, the God of hosts; for the 
children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, 
and slain thy prophets with the 
sword; and I, even I only, am left; 
and they seek my life to take it 
away."- Self-pity is a dangerous and 
desolating attitude for anyone to as- 
sume. Our sense of perspective is 
always wretchedly poor when we are 
down in the dumps. Elijah saw his 
enemies enlarged and this enlorge- 
ment shut out his vision of God. He 
saw himself enlarged and this shut 
out his vision of 7,000 others as loyal 
to Jehovah as he. Not only is there 
this wretchedly inaccurate perspec- 
tive down in the dumps, but every- 
thing is seen through blue glasses, 
and we get a clear view of nothing 
about us or above us. Down in the 
dumps is no place for a Christian, 
and so God says, "What doest thou 
here, Elijah?"

Issued By Farley 


Poitnruuter Steen Announces 


Change In Fee Collec- 


tion On Augu»t 1 


Postmaster Richard A. Steen has 


been notified, through the Postal 
Bulletin that Postmaster General 
James A. Parley has issued an order 
effective August 1 calling for the 
collection of fees for payment of 
money orders at offices other than 
those on which they are drawn. 


The order reads in part: 
"Under such rules and regulations 


as the postmaster general shall pre- 
scribe postal money irders may be 
issued payable at any money-order 
office, and on and after the date 


which such rules become effec- 


tive all money orders shall be legal- 
ly payable at any money order post 
office, although drawn on a speci- 
fied csffice: and as compensation for 
the extra labor Involved in paying 
a money order at an office other 
than that on which the order is 
drawn the postmaster general is au- 
thorized to exact a fee of the same 
amount as that charged for the is- 
sue of the order. 


An original domestic money order 


Is to be paid at Its full fac° value if 
presented at the office at 
which 


to upon 


drawn or at the office of issue at 
any time within the period of its 
validity, which is one year from the 
last day of the month in which is- 
sued. 


A money order issued In Hawaii or 


Puerto Rico, drawn on an 
office 


therein located may be paid for its 
face value less the prescribed fee at 
a money order office other than 
that of issue or that designated for 
payment in the same territory in 
which issued if presented for pay- 
ment before the 30th day following 
the date of Issue.

The annual meeting of the Insti- 


tute of Co-Operation at Madison, 
Wis., reminds us of what a good 
many people have doubtless forgot- 
ten—that the farm cooperative sell- 
ing organizations are still yoing 
strong. 


With the roar and confusion of 


the last 16 months over plow-up 
campaigns, little-pig massacres, sign- 
up drives, processing taxes,1 floor 
taxes, benefit and rental payments, 
volume 
control 
taxes, marketing 


agreements and license violations, 
the poor co-ops have been in danger 
of complete swamping and oblivion. 


They are, however, very much 


alive, 
as the 
Wisconsin meeting 


shows. Such seasoned organizations 
as the Dairymen's league in New 
York and the Citrus exchange in 
California, have gone their way in 
spite of difficult times with prices, 
and more or less outside interfer- 
ence. 


Even the new crop of co-operatives 


that developed under the federal 
farm board have done fairly well, 
particularly the wheat, cotton and 
livestock co-ops. 
The last-named, 


particularly, have kept on with their 
methodical marketing of hogs and 
cattle, and if I recall correctly, han- 
dled more animals last year than 
ever before. 
* 
* » 


That shows, I think, that there is 


a certain percentage 
of farmers 


who are co-operative minded—those 
who believe that the collective sell- 
ing of their products will get them, 
in the long run, the most money. 


These men are mentally convinced 


of the soundness of the method, and 
will stick to it even in the face of 


discouragement. In New York, for 
example, most members of the Dairy- 
men's league are perfectly well aware 
that their actual net price on milk is 
lower than that received by many 
non-members, and probably always 
will be. 


Why then do they stick to the 


league? It is because they believe 
that without this organization the 
city dealer and consumer would com- 
pletely dominate the business, and 
they would go back to the old days 
of meekly accepting whatever pit- 
tance the buyers were willing to 
hand over. 


In other words, the farm co-oper- 


ator compares his prices, not with 
thelhigher prices outsiders often get, 
but with the lower prices everybody 
would get if there were no powerful 
bargaining organization in the Held. 


* * * 


One 
problem 
the co-operatives 


have not been able to solve—over- 
production 
of the 
great staples. 


When the co-operatives were at their 
best under the federal farm board 
was precisely the time when the vast 
surpluses of wheat, cotton and to- 
bacco were built up. 


Indeed, it is likely that the exist- 


ence of the co-operatives had some- 
thing to do with it. since many out- 
siders increased their plantings on 
the theory that the co-ops would 
succeed in raising prices and the 
outsiders would get the benefit. 


But other factors entered into this 


I acreage increase, and 
it would be 


unfair to blame the co-operatives for 
more than a small share. 


• * • 


Volume control, however, remains 


the Gordian knot of farm economics. 
The AAA has attempted to cut it 
| with the sword of the processing tax 
' and acreage reduction. Even AAA, 
however, does not think this a per- 
manent system, and what will have 
taken its place five years from now 
is anybody's guess. 


The old and seasoned co-opera- 


tives, however, will still be doing 
business. 
They probably will have 


no more control over the volume 


their members produce than they 
have now. But they will be pre- 
pared to get for their members the 
highest prices that can be obtained, 
under existing supply-and-demand 
conditions. 


IE in the meantime the govern- 


ment, has made progress in some ol 
its plans for throwing unproductive 
land out of cultivation and keeping 
it out, the surplus problem will be 
eased by just so mucli.

Thousands of persons disappear 


annually, vanishing into a port of 
missing men and women, to a large 
extent because of the inability to 
identify those who have lost their 
memory—either voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily—as victims of accidents, 
or of disease. 


White admitting the difficulty of 


such an undertaking and that the 
public must be educated to such a 
project, officials said it is not be- 
yond the realm of possibility. 


Such a record would form an in- 


valuable aid to law enforcement of- 
ficers as well as in case where no 
criminal activities are involved.
